Western Pacific Officials Give 


Advantages of New Motive 


Power. 


MARTSVILLE. Feb. S.—Guy C. Earle, 


vice-president of the .Great Western 
Power Company just returned from a trip 
Power company, Just returned from a trip 
to the plant at Big Bend last night and 
said that the Western Pacific will use 
electricity for motive power, and that 
the electrification of the road will ba 
made very soon. 
• Secretary Wilson of the Great West- 
ern Company, who is with Earle, states 
that In less than five years from the 
present time all trains, passenger and 
freight, on the Western Pacific system 
will be operated by electric power. 


Earle says that by the use of elec- 


tricity the trains can carry 75 per cent 
greater loads over the mountains than 
they could if the power was derived from 
the use of coal or oil. Another ad- 
vantage will be the allowance for a double 
track over the mountains which will ba 
Installed as soon as the work is under 
way again. 
. The Great Western Power Company 
Is Installing, the largest power line In 
the world. 
The line will carry 100,000 


horse-power, and will extend from the 
Big Bend plant to the bay of San Fran- 
cisco. The poles will be huge steel tow- 
ers. 
The line leaves Orovilie and goes 


direct to Marysville, thence paralleling 
the "Western Pacific roadbed to Sacra- 
mento, crossing the river to the. east 
and near that city, thence, on to Oak- 
land and San Francisco. 


The power will not only be used by 


the Western Pacific road, but will be

The Ait of Spelling. 


When forty-three out of fiftj candidates for junior clerkships 


in one of the Sydney, Australia, municipal departments failed in a 
test of spelling of words somewhat unusual but which ought to'be 
familiar to any ordinarily well educated youth in the 
English 


language, it is not at all exceptional in the 
experience of well- 


educated Americans—graduates of our higher universities. The late 
Senator L eland Stanford had a facing for spelling the simple \\oai 
"much''—'mutch"—and we recall the case of a Harvard graduate 
who at ore time was a member of the San Francisco Board of Edu- 
cation and afterwards was elected superintendent of that city's public 
schools vho unfailingly spelled "William"—"Wiliara"—in all his 
written communications where the word was used. The inability 
to spell correctly is due to defects in our educational system or to 
some lack in the mentality of the majority of fairly well educated 
men may never be determined. It is a matter of common knowledge, 
for example, to those familiar \\ith his manuscripts, that a well 
known Californian poet, who is one of the most graceful writers "in 
print'' and has been for many year? a university professor of English 
literature, is one of the poorest of spellers "in manuscript." 
The 


ability to spell correctly is either a natural gift or a laboriously ac- 
quired art which most persons are incapable of mastering, but the 
fact that one does not possess it in a business where its possession is 
a non-es;-ential, should not act as a bar to his employment if otherwise 
competerr. The world has produced many atrocious spellers who 
have dist nguished themselves away beyond their contemporaries 
and made a place for themselves in the permanent history of the 
human race. Moreover, the fellow -who sets spelling as a test of 
efficiency on the part of a candidate for a position in the every day 
affairs of life, in -which correct speHing' cuts no figure, is usually'a 
fraud qr .t parvenu who iTSS'searched the dictionary diligently for 
unusual cr obsojfi-te words of corrplex construction to display an 
erudition vhj.<f)i he does not possess, in order to set up a false stan- 
dard of learning for himself and to entrap unwary victims.

Electrization of Steam Railroads. 


After a long period of speculation concerning the purposes to 


which the electric power to be developed by the Great Western 
Power Company at the outlet of the Big Bend tunnel on the Feather 
river and by the vast works to be erected in Oakland, on the east 
side of the north arm of the estuary, was to be devoted, it is now 
officially <innounced, according to a Marysville dispatch, that it will 
be employed in operating the tra-ns of the "Western Pacific. This 
confirms THE TRIBUNE'S surmise of the relationship of th'e Great 
Western Power Company to the Western Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany which was published when the former secured the property in 
this city for the erection thereon of a 50,000 horse power electric 
plant. The works at the mouth of the Big Bend tunnel are far ad- 
vanced toward completion. The plant will 
generate 
an equal 


amount of power to the generating plant which is to be located 
here at the foot of Fourth avenue. Guy C. Earle, vice-president of 
the Great Western Power Company, states, 
and his statement is 


confirmed by the secretary of the corporation that within the next 
five years all of the passenger and freight trains of the Western 
Pacific from Salt Lake City to the bay of San Francisco will be 
hauled b} electric locomotives. It is asserted that the latter are 
capable 01 hauling loads 75 per cent greater than steam locomotives 
over the steep grades of the Sierra. An electric locomotive can, 
moreover, easily overcome grades which a steam locomotive cannot 
surmount 


The electrization of the Western Pacific Railroad will doubtless 


force the Southern Pacific Compa ly to follow suit. The latter will 
not be able to hold its o\\n in the trans-Sierran competition with 
«team locomotives against electric traction power. 
It will be re- 


membered that one of the results of Harriman's visit to this State 
and to tl e Klamath Lake region last summer was to direct his 
electrical engineering chiefs to make a study of the sources of avail- 
able water power for the generation of electric energy in Califor- 
nia, Oregon and Nevada and the feasibility of applying it to the 
operation of the company's Pacific Coast system. 
Considering the 


low cut at which electric power can be produced from the dSscend-

frightful. 
There is absolutely no flre- 


fighling facilities and the helpless in- 
mates are completely at the mercy of 
a few guards, T?ho can carry water in 
buckets until the flames should drive 
them back. 
"Outrage," He Cries. 


"It Is an outrage to think of keeping 


prisoners in the wink occupied by misde- 
meanors. 
Should another earthquake 


occur, of one-tenth the force of the big 
one, everyone in the place would be 
killed. 


"After the earthquake of 1906 I am 


informed a portion of the jail was so 
badly damaged that the 'prisoners had 
to be driven into it by an exhibitio 
of force. 


"I am determined that no more o 


my prisoners will bo held in thep lace. 
Under Section 1603 of the . penal code I 
am empowered to send them to interior 
jails, and I propose to do so.

order them ..transfered to either Marin, 
Alameda or San Mateo county."
